The first volunteer mililia c-ooipany 
in ( iiii.tii',1 -wli'Mc and «hrii was it 
lormcU. ami who lornicd it '.'

The distinction of posseaeins the 
pioneer volunteer nUlitary organlza-

in l^s-i.'i, the very first volunteer rifle 
eon'iMiny iu wbal i.s now Ontario was 
lorniid .Ml oiljer volunteer uiilliia 
oiganiial ion.s in the province, each of 
which lias scut ils quota of officers 
and nirii to »hare in the struggle to 
maintain the Empire's supremacy 
must take a back seat in matters of 
precedence whenever the old Brock- 
ville Rifle Company, the direct ante- 
vedent of the present 41st Brockvillc 
Kiflcs, is luentioned. The members of 
the Klfic Company were no slouches 
in drill either, and in this anii many 
other respects ihe company was the 
acknowledged peer of all similar or- 
ganizations in Canada West. 

Origtu Due to Criaewt War. 

The Bi-ockviile Rifle Company, for 
that is the name under which the or- 
ganization went, and Indeed all Ihe 
volunteer militia corps which followed 
after its formation, derived iU origin 
from needs of the Mother Country 
which arose at the time of the Cri- 
mean war. Canada was at that period 
deprived of a large portion of the reg- 
ular ^^oldiers which had been alloKed 
by the iuii)erial authorities for its de- 
fence, and, although Ihe province was 
Involved in no iniernaiional ilifllcultlcs 
Of its own ut the time und had no out- 
Side toes, it was manifestly impossible 
to allow it to remain practically unde- 
fended. To provide for any eventu- 
ality, the .Militia Act of 1855 was put 
forward. By its terms the Governor

Those who were entered upon the hon- 
orary membership lists were tor the 
greater part Influential men of the 
town, the great bulk merchants and 
other business men. Ilie names of 
many men from the surrounding coun- 
try were also included. 

Tolnnteered for Serrice. 

" In 1 857. when In eo.mmand of the 
volunteer rifles and gun detachment," 
writes Colonel Sni>lhe in a memorau- 
duni in the possession of the writer, 
" I volunteered the whole corps for 
service on the breaking out of the In- 
dian Mutiny, but, not being accepted, 
the 100th Regiment was raised Instead. 
Deing the first to raise a rlHe corps 
in Canada with marked success— tne 
movement, spread not only throughout 
Canada, but soon extended to England 
with the present splendid results— I 
therefore lay claim as the originator 
of the great volunteer army of Can- 
ada, and afterwards the English taking 
up Ihe movement may be attributed to 
my successful Initiative." 

Cpon the raising of the 100th Royal 
I'anadians, Capt. Smythe was among 
the fir.vt to he selected to carry ont its 
formation, on account of the wide ex- 
perience which he had received. He 
raised a company for seivice in the 
Uegliuent and was gazetted to its com- 
mand. 

Upon leaving Brockville in June, 
1SÔ8, to join bus regiment, the Rifle 
Conii)any which owed its existence to 
bis InlUative and lis efficiency to his 
energy and attention was paraded un- 
der the command of Captain James 
Crawford, afterwards Lieut.-Col. Craw- 
ford, M.P„ and an address from the 
officers and men ot the company and 
from numerous olher residents of the 
town presented to him together with a 
purse containing |200 in gold. After- 
wards the company marched to the 
railway depot, where Captain Smythe 
passed along and shook each man by 
the hand. In his reply to the address, 
he referred at some length to the or- 
ganization and development of the 
corps. 

"Vour appearance to-day," he said, 
"is worthy of the reputation you have 
earned, and I feel pride in the reflec- 
tion that much of your soldier-like ap- 
pcarance and discipline is owing to a 
ready acquiescence and obedience to 
all my orders and Instructions while I 
bad the hOnor to command." 

JolRed H. M.*8 lOOth Regiment. 

Gazetted to a captaincy in the 100th 
on June 29, 1858, Capt. Smythe accom- 
panied the regiment to England and 
subsequently served with It at Gibral- 
tar, Malu and in Canada, England 
Ireland, Scotland and India. In 1872 
he was promoted major, becoming in 
1878 lieutenant-colonel and in 1881 a 
full colonel. .Shortly following his last 
named promotion. Colonel Smythe was 
coinpuKsorlly retired under Ihe age 
clause, and took up residence in Eng- 
land, where he spent the rest of bis 
life. He was the last to leave the 100th 
of the 44 officers appointed to the 
regiment on Its formation. He died at 
Belgravo Gardens, Dover, August 21, 

lD06a 

While an officer of the 100th, Col. 
Smytbe earned universal commenda- 
tion for the energetic and faithful 
manner In which he carried out the du- 
ties assigned lo him. His command- 
ing officer. Colonel Uie Baron de Rot- 
lenburg, spoke of him as being "about 
the best duty officer I have met with 
in my long service— never on the sick 
Ui^t nor seeking by leave of absence 
to c.-cape either duty or climate." 

itervlies Are UuecogilieC 

It was a matter of sincere regret to 
both Colonel SmyUie and bis friends 
that In later years his services as the 
originator of the volunteer movement 
hi Canada received no suitable recog- 
nition. 

" Without being egotistical," he 
wrote, "f think there are few Cana- 
dmn.s who have done more for Canada 
and the Canadians than myself .My 
services have extended over so many 
years that It Is forgotten when they 
began or ended," 

The day may yet come when due. trl- 
bute will be paid to the memory of the 
man who laid the foundations of the 
movement so alMmportant at the 
present time, and what could be more 
II ling than that this should be brought 
about When measures are taken (as 
hey are sure to be) to commemorate 
n a pub Ic way the Canadian volun- 
teers gallant participation In Ihe Can- 
adian war now In progress. If On- 
larlo is I o erect a monument to her 
cltlzen-soldlei's who have fallen In 
batUe, some mention should certainly 
be made upon it of Col. Smythe's ser- 

men whose services to their country 
are now forgotten.— John VIggerstaff.

XESSAGE TO LEEDS VIOTEBSITT.

It has long been erroneously sup- 
posed that i\ pio-head was thei. nart o£ 
a pin farthest removed from the nusi- 
ness end. But, although supported bv 

I very great Huthorlt.v. this Is wrong as 

I I shall presently show and illustralc 
I by an example. 

I A formal proof can he found in 
■ arUcles by a certain gentleman of very 
weighty authority who deserves the 
honor of having broken the Ice on this 
subject. There remains, therefore, 
only a few geometrical considerations. 
In the above articles It is demonstial- 
ed that a pin-head is a variety of foot- 
ball player. As this class Includes the 
author, we can now, taking him as nn 
example, and since all niembers of the 
class are qualitatively similar, proceed 
to draw the following geometrical 
conclusions: 

In Ihe first place the ma.lor axis of 
the pin-head i.i iieeulLir In that il 
usually remains vertical and moves 
along straight lines at a very moder- 
ate speed after |ii..'!n a.m. .More than 
twelve hours after this it is liable to 
assume a horizontal posithm und at- 
terwards to assume without any aji- 
parent reason tbe capacity to emit 
most horrible noises, or before tlii.^ it 
may take on a precesslonal moUon and 
describe a plain curve of tbe third 
order. 

In the second place the equatorial 
circumference of the pin-head is 2-7 
times the major axis and this varies 
with the time of day, Jieing greater at 
about 7 p.m. 

There remains only to consider a 
vertical section through the major 
axis, about which the figure Is sym- 
metrical. The boundary of this sec- 
tion gradually and smoothly innenses 
: from the extremity of the major axis, 
where there is a cusp through Ihe 
equatorial protuberance and ihen de- 
creases almost to a point and finall> 
[ expands into a large plane surface 
whose area Is very large Imt which 1 
have not yet been able to dcierniiiie.

You would laugh at our 
chimney— it is made of tin cans Joined 
end to end, but It does Its work, so wc 
don't mind what It looks like. Most 
of our wood came from ruined bouses 
In a tittle Belgian village a few miles 
from here which has been blown to 
bits. It is the roost real part of the 
war we've seen yet. Alaurle and I 
were there twice with waggons to get 
bricks for some new horse lines, so 
we brought back a little lumber on the 
side. I think il is the most desolate 
place I evci- was in— streets of ruined 
houses with berr- and there a good one, 
and only a few old women and the 
arniîd pickets 10 ho seen. There have 
been no shells there now for a week, 
but every now and then the Germans 
drop in a few Just to keep in practice. 

Sees nrlcrian Keinm*. 

Yesterday three or four Bdgiaii nm- 
bulanrps drove up to ihe convent lo 
lake away some refugees who have 
been living here for a while. T had 
nevpi- seen i\\r-m all hplnre, so we were 
surprised lo see i-omr of ihf oldest, 
shrlvelled-up people one could imagine 
—even old Mme. Lepine at the Iac 
couldn't compare with some of them. 
And here were all these poor old peo- 
ple each with all his or ber worldly 
possessions In a bundle, shelled out 
of their homes and witb absolutely no 
place to go. Thank God for the cqn- 
vent sisters who have cared for bo 
many thousands of such people. 

Wc are now a "Rest Camp" and not 
doing Field Ambulance work. We 
have about one hundred and fwenly- 
flve convalescents In niir hospital, men 
who will be fit to go back to duly 
within a week or so. None of us are 
very keen on this sort of work, but It 
has to be done and it will only be for 
a while, and then one of the oUier am- 
bulances will take a turn at It. 

Bnrdened nifb Work. 

October 16, 101,'. 
This Is the first time in a week I 
bave even had time to think about 
writing for we arc back In the hospi- 
tal. Yesterday I bad forty patients and 
to-day, ten, hence the letter. In addi- 
tion to our Divisional Resit Station we 
bav« taken on some ambulance work, 
making two separate wards. I am in 
charge of the ambulance ward, witb a 
staff of four men. We have about one 
hundred patients in all with usually 
about sixty or seventy in the other 
ward and 3n in mine. M e are clearing 
now from one drcs.sing station so we 
get In a few wounded, though most of 
our cases are silll of sick men. All 
the fresh cases tonic to ray ward. AVe 
tJien either transfer ibcni 10 the c lrar- 
ing station or to ibc Kest .Station or 
scnl (hem back to duty. The other 
ward gets men from other Field Am- 
bulances as well. The other night a 
few shells dropped in the trenches 
and dugouts, so we got a run of 
wounded — about 20 all at once. You 
may be sure It kept me busy, for some 
were very serious aud needed lots of 
attention. I wish you could see some 
of the men who have been hurt with 
shrapnel. 1 am sure one man had at 
least li'O wounds — fortunairly, none 
very serious. We had a lot of in> ti In 
who have been blown up in mine ex- 
plosion. They were all shaken up and 
bruised, but with few wounds. Two 
platoons of one battalion were blown 
up and these men were about all that 
were left alive of the crowd.

At present we are adopting a policy 
of watchful walUng some 250 yards 
from the German trenches, writes a 
Queen's man with the First University 
Company to the Queen's Journal, al- 
though on our Immediate right the 
Hues are Just thirty yards apart, aud 
in some parts ot the Hue they are as 
close as seventeen yards. During the 
day our lookout is done by periscope, 
as pushing one's head over the parapet 
In daylight lucans, in nine cases out of 
ten, that one becomes a French land- 
owner. You read very fieiiuemly in 
the Canadian papers thai the Germans 
can't shoot, but permit us to say that 
Canadian iiapers "can" make mistakes. 
At night, however, we can satisfy. our 
curiosity to a greater degree and with 
scarcely any risk, except that a chance 
shot might come our way. 

At night we all have to "stand to" 
and cannot use the dugouts. In the 
daytime, however, with the exception 
of the men on sentry (who are ■ 
lieved every two hours and sometimes 
every hour) we can reap the full bene- 
fit of the comforts of the dugouts, until 
rudely Interrupted by the voice of a 
corporal or sergeant, "Turn out here; 
you're on this fatigue." 

When we are not sleeping, working 
or cleaning our rifles, we are cooking 
our own meals or preparing the pri- 
vates' mess (and someUmes it Is a 
mess!) Quite frcauently we find that 
we have been beaten to our grub box 
by the four>legged inhabitants of our 
dugout, commonly known as rats and 
mice. We would make the rciincst 
that If there Is a Pied Pijier of Hame- 
lln at Queen's this year among the 
freshman class, he be sent with the 
Fourth University Company.

On strai^t dope, the Tigers should 
be favored a little in the betting, but 
Princeton has a wholesome respect for 
Eddie Maban'8 right toe and are de- 
manding even money and getting it.

11c bets $;în.nflo with two 
friends that he can commit a crime 
and stay out of the hand.s of the law 
for one year, lie forges the name of 
one of his friends and disappears. 
ICIeven iiionlhs later he walks into a 
hunting cabin in the Colorado Moun- 
tains, tlnding there the sheriff's daugh- 
ter. In conversation he uses his fa- 
vorite expression, "Believe me, Xan- 
tippe." She recognizes It from the de- 
scription sent to her father from New 
York and captures bim. Later the 
l)ad man appears. After a rough and 
tumble tight on a dark stage, be is sub. 
ducd liy the young New Yorker and 
bound. Then the- ungrateful girl, in- 
stead of freeing her preserver, puts 
them both in one bed and stands guard 
over them with a rifle. 

'I'he third ai l is In jail, where the 
f.;irl nas brought both prisoners. The 
New Yorker, who has taken the name 
of McGinnis, is allowed many liber- 
ties, including that of making love to 
tlic girl, who has been made a deputy 
sheriff by her father for capturing the 
two men. The sheriff goes on a bunt 
for bank robbers, leaving bis daughter 
In charge of the jail. She promptly 
decorates Ihe office with curtains at 
the windows, portieres over the door 
lo the cell room, mottoes and pictures 
on the wall and rugs on the floor. 
This Is the funniest scene In the play. 
.Matters are finally straightened out, 
and McGinnis wins both the wager and 
the girl. It has an original plot, it Is 
well constructed and abounds In amus- 
ing lines. 

Mr. Sullivan will be seen In the 
character of George MacFarland, while 
the the role of Dolly Kanunan, the 
sheriff's daughter, will be played by 
Miss Templeton.
